Continuation of 11 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are unpersuasive. 
Applicant argues the Lee et al device has a housing that is merely decorative in nature. Even if this is true, the Lee housing is still 
capable of supporting an adjustment apparatus as claimed. In regard to Applicant's argument the prior art does not anticipate "the use of 
[an] adjustable apparatus that can be temporarily attached to the housing," this limitation is not claimed. In fact, Applicant specifically 
claims the "adjustable apparatus is permanently installed." 

Furthermore, the examiner is confused by Applicant's amendment to the claims. Claims 13 and 27 were previously cancelled, but 
appear in the current amendment with the status identifier "Currently Amended." Likewise, claim 32 does not appear in the amendment 
anywhere, and it is unclear whether this claim is cancelled or inadvertently omitted. 
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
